THE LATE HON, FERGUSSON BLAIR, 


SENATOR, 


The announcomentof tho death of the Hon, 
Forguseon Blair, Senator, and momber of the 
Government of the Dominion, comes to us 
without any promonition, No intelligence of 
any previous illnoas bad reached the public ; 
and the demiso of the honourable gentleman 
was wholly unoxpocted, Mr, Fergusson Blair 
Was tho possossor of an ample fortune for thie 
country, and his reputation, pnblic and pri 
vato, was Unsullied. Though a comparativo- 
ly young map at tho time of bia doath, bo bad 
boon in public life nearly twonty years, bay- 
ing boon cleoted for Waterloo fn 1848. In 
1851 and 1854 ho was ro-olooted by tho same 
conatituoncy to the House of Assombly ; and 
afterwards ho waa olected a momber of tho 
Legislative Oouncll, which position ho con- 
tinued to hold till the Sonate of the Domin- 
ion superseded that body on tho recent change 
of constitution, Ho had beon a mombor of 
threo or four differont governments, and was 
once inyited to form an administration. But 
ho bover was ambitions to make a conspicu- 
ous figure, being naturally of a retiring dis- 
position. Without any marked force of char- 
actor, he was not to bo driven from his pur- 
pose when he once mado up his mind ton 
partioular courao. Ho felt it hia duty to re- 
main in tho coalition of 1864, when his load- 
er rotired. Ho sbowed a similar resolution 
in accepting a seat in the Privy Council, Inst 
summer. Ho spoke seldom, in the Legisla- 
turo, and appeared to be naturally taciturn. 
During tho whole of his public careor, wo do 
not recollect a singie occasion on which any 
chargo of dishonorable conduct or corrupt 
practicos—and ho lived in a time when fow 
escaped thom—was over made against him. 
He commenced publio life as a Liboral; and 
without aworving from hia early political faith, 
ended asa colleague of Sir John A. Macdon~- 
ald. Mr. Fergusson Blair's doath creates a 
vacancy in the Privy Oouncil for the Proy- 
ince of Ontario. —Leader, 


FearruL INUNDATIONS IN MANILLA, 
—Thw Ovorland China Mail brings the 
following news from Manilla :—- Tho 
British ship Stuart Wortley was totally lost 
of Manilla on September 20, All hands 
saved. Fearful inundations have ocourred 
at Manilla, Over 10,000 Indians have 
been drowned. Tho Spanish mail steamer 
Malespina, trom Hong Kong to Manilla, 
has been misting for 21 days. It is feare 
sho is totally lost. Two earthquakes took 

lace at Manilla on October 4. No loss of 
life or damage to buildings.” 


—A man in Holmfirth, England, lost 
his life by indulging in the foolish amuse- 
ment of catching copper coin in his mouth. 
Whilo so engaged a penny stuck in his 
throat, and notwithstanding. that modioal 
aid was summoned, the coin could not be 
extracted.

— The Moutreal Bank gouges the govern- 
ment as well as the public, It receives inter- 
est for the public debt of $2,700,000, at 7 per 
cent., while it allows no interest for the public 
deposits (at one time nearly three millions) 
whatever. This was one of Mr. Galt’s bad 
bargains. ‘The sooner the Government can 
relieve itself from the clutches of this modern 
“ Old man of the sea,” the better for the New 
Dominion.—Kingston Whig.

Dr, Jonnor 
immortalized himaolf by his bonofloent dia- 
covery ; and although bo at first received an 
ungonorous opposition from hia brethren of 
tho profession, bo had tho satisfaction of living 
| to eco all whose opinions wore worth having 


bocomo his disciples in the doctrine of yao- 
cination. Notwithstanding the gonoral ao- 
coptance of this doctrino, a fow facts bearing 
upon the question, which we have collected 
from reliable authority, may not be unintor- 
sting to the gonoral reador, 

In England, from rocont investigations con. 
duoted by ordor of the govornmont, it appoara 
that vaccination has often failed, ospecially 
among tho poorer classes, bocause it was im- 
porfectly porformed. Dr. Maraon belioves 
that a good vaccinator should not fail of suo- 
cess in moro than one out of 150 cases, while 
Dr. Seaton, anothur high modical authority, 
puta ono failuro as 4 fair proportion in 170 
cases. Tho official inquiries referred to, in 
the course of whioh tho arma of nearly half a 
million of vaccinated children wore oxamined, 
show that not more than 1 oblld was found to 
bo so vaccinated, as to have the highest do- 
gree of protection that vaccination is capablo 
of ffording, and not more than 1 in three could 
bo considered as well protected. The main 
causes of this imperfect success is givon as 
follows; [1.] The frequency with which prao- 
titioners, instead of attempting freely to effect 
the system, bad been satisfied with insertions 
of lymph to produce only one, two or three 
ordinary vessicles. [2.] The want of due at- 
tention to the selection of the lymph used in 
vaccination. [3] Oarelesness in ‘the perfor- 
mance of the vaccination ; so that if the oper: 
ation did not wholly fail, it did not produce 
tho samo effect, and [4.] the great and unne- 
cessary extent to which tho uge of preserved 
and conveyed lymph was substituted for the 
yaccine matter, direct from the arm. This 
shows the necessity of proper skill and care 
in the operation of vaccination, During the 
epidemic of smallpox in London, in 1863, ob- 
servations were made by Doctors Buchanan 
and Seaton, on upwards of 50,000 children in 
yarious schovls, workhouses, &c.,and they 
reported that out of every 1000 children who 
had no mark of vaccination, 360 had scars of 
smallpox, while those who had been vacoj- 
nated only 1,78, or one and three-quarters por 
cent on an average, had such traces ; and with 
regard to the quality and amount of vaccipa- 
tion, it was found that those who were wel! 
vaccinated, only 0.62 per thousand had any 
trace of smallpox, while those ia which vac- 
cination had only partially taken effect, 19 per 
thousand were scarred by smallpox. Hence 
the best vaccination was more than thirty 
times as protective as the worst, and the 
worst was more than 47 times’ better than 
none at all. From the study of 15,000 cases 
atthe smallpox Hospital, it was found that 
the unvaccinated died at the rate of 87 per 
cent, while the vaccinated died at the rate of 
only 6 per cent; the mortality of those hay- 
ing four or more scara being only 0.55 
per cent, while that amongst those of with 
only a single scar was 7.73 per cent, so that 
while the average risk which vaccinated per- 
sons run, if they take smallpox, is about one- 
sizth the msk ran by unvaccinated pergone, 
well vaccinated persons run less than one 
seventieth part of that risk,—the best argu- 
ment that could possibly be urged in favor of 
thorough vaccination. 

Another question arises, whether vaccina- 
tion lasts through life, or as some contend, 
wears out of the system and requires a repe- 
tition, This is an open question among phy- 
sicians, some contending strongly one way 
and some the other. The safe course would 
seem to be to try the experiment the second 
time, especially when it is considered that it 
is so very often imperfectly performed. We 
have some atatistica upon this point. In 13- 
861 cases in the Wurtemberg army where 
vaccination was tried the second time, it was 
quite successful in 31 per cent, partially so 
in 28 per cent, and totally failed in 41 per 
cent, Dr, Seaton, ar eminent authority on 
the subject, holds that with one thoroughly 
good primary vaccination to start with, one 
re-vaccination, after puberty,is quite sufficient 
as a protection against the natural disease. 

We haye, in conclusion, to the facts and 
statistics above collated, only to direct atten- 

tion to the action of the Town Oouncil, in 
providing vaccination for the poor of the Town 
free of charge. Whilc there is no reason for 
apprehension that the disease will become 
prevalent, it would not be wise not to adopt 
every necessary precaution ia the promises. 
To allay any unnecessary apprehension, we 
may state that there has not been a single 
cage of smallpox in the businoss part of the 
Town, and there has only been ono death, and 
that was the first case. The President of the 


Board of Health reports that the diseaso has 
been effectually checked.

42x62 feet, 24 stories high on the north ele- 
yation, and 14 on the South, which faces to 
and is about 30 rods from tho shaft, from 
which as yet no means of conveying the ores 
to the works are-visible. An engine-house 
adjoins the main building, dimensions 22x35, 
contaicing a 85 horse power engine, which, 
as additional stamps are added to the mill, 
will be either duplicated, or removed and re- 
placed by alarger one, Ihe battery is a very 
powerful one of ten stamps, driven by double 
cams, which gives an exceedingly quick mo- 
tion to the stamps, whilo tho other machinery 
is driven only at ordinary specd. The Madoc 
Mercury, whose editor has had better oppor- 
tunities of examining the machinery than our- 
selyes, thus describes the process the ore 
passes ihrough after leaving the stamp bat- 
tery :— 

“Extending across the building, in front 
of the batteries, is a long platform, on which 
the rock is broken up into emall pieces, ready 
to be thrown into the hopper by a shovel. 
The stamps of the battery weigh 160 pounds 
each, and bave arise and fall of 42 inches, 
This pounds the rock into fine sand, the coarse 
gold falling down through a (alse bottom into 
a receptacle whence it can be gathered. Tho 
broken ore is also mixed with water, which, 
rising above the false bottom, carries off the 
finer particles of sand, which are discharged 
through a yery cloacly-woven double-net iron- 
wire sieve. The sand which passes through 
this sieve must necessarily be extremely fine, 
bot still it may contain, or be mixed with 
very minuto particles of gold, It falls upon 
a copper and amalgamated apron, with an in- 
cline sufficient to discharge tbe sand upon the 
shaking tables below, of which there is one 
to every five stamps. ‘The shaking table is 
also copper plated and amalgamated. and con- 
tains four cross rifflos, or elevations, loaded 
with mercury. The shaking table travels n- 
long a small tram, with a for-and-backward 
side-motion, fast or slow as may be required, 
the water being thus thrown gently over the 
rifes, which detain the coarser particles of

FIRE AT KINGSTON, 

About bulf-past ono o'clock on Sunday morning a 
fire was discovered in the Rectifying house of the 
Kingston Distillory, und « great portion of the build 
ings were destroyed, It is supposed that the Hre was 
the work of an incendiary, as no fire was discovered 
in the place a few minotes before, when the watch 
man made his rounds. The fire communicated with 
the liqaor, which burned fiercely, and in that state 
was conveyed through « drain made to carry off the 
rater bead il rectifying, and leading from the Kecti- 
fier to the wharf. ‘he consequence of this new 
phase of the disaster was that tho blazing flaid bad 

‘ot completely under the wharf, which instantly took 
fixe, and communicated right und left with two build 
ings, oue at the end of the general storehouse for 
liquor,the other atthe end of the Brewery. The former 
was @ storehouse for grain, which contained at the 
time about 3,000 bushels of corn—it was sheeted with 
iron, and completely fire proof ubove; the latter was 
the brewery wazh-house, Besides the corm, the 
storehouse contained a large number of puncheons 
and barrels; bat Wary, little could be saved from either 
building, the smoke being eo dense that an entrance 
could not be effected. ‘Ihe tiremen from Kingston 
succeeded in saving a portion of the wharf, and the 
barque John Breden, which was laid up there, and 
bad stored in the hold 21,000 bushels of corn; al 
though her boweprit and forward rigging were badly 
damaged, ber sails, blocks and tackle were all destroy- 
ed, as they were stored in the building that waa 
burned. At balf-past four an explosion took place in 
the massively built stone warehouse, which rent it 
in some places from top to bottom, and tore ap nearly 
one hundred feet of tooring, broke nearly all the 
wiudows, and tore off one of the folding doors. The 
fire continued to burn more or less until 12 o'clock on 
Sunday night. Tbe establiehment is fally insured — 
There was vo insurance on the John Breden, nor on 
the cargo; loss about $1000. The above particulars 
are condensed from the Daily News.

gar Walton Hall, Eogland, had at ono 
time its own corn mill, and when that in- 
convenient necessity no longer, existed, the 
mill-stone was laid by in an orchard, and 
forgotten.
